Michael didn’t wait long until he was elevated 
from youth league to national league, but the level 
headed nineteen year old was never overawed by 
the step up in grade. Commenting on the 
difference in standards between youth and 
national league level, Michael said: "Playing in 
goals the difference is maybe not as huge as one 
would expect. There is no doubt that the game is 
a lot faster, and the pressure is more intense, but 
probably the biggest difference is the physical 
aspect of the game." 

If any opposing forwards may have thought 
that Michael was to be an easy touch and capable 
of being intimidated in his early NSL appearances, 
then they were to be disappointed. The youngster 
quickly proving that he was more than capable of 
absorbing anything that was to be thrown his 
way. While it has been known for the sweet smell 
of success to quickly go to the head of many a 
youthful ‘star,’ Michael is one young footballer 
that has his feet firmly planted on the ground. He 
is hesitant to discuss the chances of him being 
called into the Australian ‘Olyroo’ squad in time 
for the Sydney Olympics, as has been suggested 
by a couple of media outlets, preferring his 
actions on the football park to do any talking for 
him. 

“It is not something | think about all the time, 
but obviously I’m aware the Olympics are just 
around the corner, and like any young player I’d 
love to play in them. But all | can really do is to do 
my best on the park for Marconi and hope that | 
do enough to come to notice. It would be brilliant 
if | was chosen, but at the end of the day, I’m still 
very young compared to the other players in the 
‘Olyroo’ squad and | won't be heartbroken if it 
doesn’t happen.” 

The game of soccer in Australia is littered with 
"young men in a hurry" who have perhaps made 


unwise and hasty career choices whenever an 
overseas contract has been dangled in front of 
their eyes, but speaking to Michael one is left with 
the distinct impression that this is one young 
man who will not be guilty of making any ill 
thought out career moves. 

“Sure, if any overseas offers come in then 
obviously I'll think about them, but | really 
wouldn't mind staying in Australia for another 
season after this one. I’m still fairly young and 
I'm in no rush to go to Europe." While that is 
obviously good news for Marconi fans, it also 
displays a refreshing attitude that perhaps some 
other young NSL hopefuls throughout Australia 
would do well to take on board. 

Michael’s current focus is firmly on helping 
Marconi to championship glory, and the young 
custodian is optimistic about our prospects. "We 
have been accused of playing a little hot and cold 
some times this season, and probably that 
criticism is justified, but | think we have shown in 
our last two games against Olympic and 
Wollongong what we are capable of. When we 
play to our full ability | don’t think that there is a 
team in the league who we can’t beat, and | think 
we are starting to hit our peak at the right time of 
the season. There is a tremendous fighting spirit 
in the squad, and | think we are capable of doing 
really well."
